After  a  brief  experience,  the 
fact  beraiuc  evident  that  Prohibiti'-n 
was  proving  a  failure  as  a  temperance 
measure  in  the  true  sense  of  the  term 
temperance.  The  Colonist,  while  at 
heart  it  sympathized  with  the  aspira- 
tions of  the  Prohibitionists,  saw  that 
Prohibition  was  proving  a  failure  and 
gave  frank  expression  to  its  views.

Mr."  William  Jennings  Bryan  when 
among  the  quick  received  a  large 
sum  of  money  for  every  lecture  he  de 
livercd  in  support  of  Prohibition. 
When  the  central  fund  from  which 
the  professional  advocates  of  Prohibi 
tion  draw  their  allowances  runs  b.w  it 
is  imm.-diately  replenished  by  appeals 
to  billionaire  and  millionaire  sup- 
porters of  the  movement.  The  hat  is 
always  passed  around  at  public  meet- 
ings, and  thus  enthusiasts  of  modest 
means  are  enabled  to  contribute  their 
mite  to  the  good  cause  and  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  professional  Prohibition- 
ists. It  is  even  said  the  bootleggers 
of  the  United  States  contribute  ..f 
their  abtin. lance  to  this  general  fund. 

(Jf  course  their  can  be  no  doubt 
about  the  sincerity  of  the  motives  of 
the  Prohibitionists  of  British  Colum- 
bia or  (  anada.  No  one  would  think 
bf  accusing  our  xealouS  Prohibitionists 
of  peddling  Prohibition  ar.)un.l-as  the 
bootleggers  of  the  United  Stat.cs 
peddle  contraband  liquor,  and  selling 
it  for  a  price.
